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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health  Authority. 

Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  present  my  Report  as  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1964,  which  has  been 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  set  out  in  Form  Port 
20  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Since  the  application  to  shipping  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956, 
very  few  of  the  old  coal-fired  harbour  craft  remain  in  our  district, 
the  majority  having  been  replaced  by  modern  diesel  powered 
vessels.  This  action  by  the  responsible  owners  has  contributed 
greatly  to  the  maintenance  of  a smoke  free  atmosphere  in  the  port 
health  district. 

Throughout  the  year  your  officers  have  kept  a close  watch  on 
smoke  emission  from  shipping  in  the  ports  of  Hull  and  Goole. 
In  many  cases  the  giving  of  warnings  to  officers  in  charge  of  vessels 
was  instrumental  in  the  maintenance  of  a clean  air  zone.  However, 
in  six  instances  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  certain  offenders  under  the  Act,  all  of  which  were  upheld  in 
the  Magistrates’  Court. 

During  the  year  151  rats  were  destroyed  on  vessels  from  foreign 
ports.  This  low  figure  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  only  one 
vessel  arrived  in  the  district  with  a substantial  rat  colony  on  board. 
Unfortunately,  the  master  of  the  vessel  concerned  was  in  possession 
of  a valid  deratting  exemption  certificate  and  although  it  was 
suggested  that  the  ship  should  be  fumigated  no  action  was  taken. 
It  is  regretted  that  under  our  present  national  legislation  no 
provision  is  made  enabling  additional  deratting  measures  to  be 
applied  to  healthy  ships  in  possession  of  valid  International 
Certificates. 

The  Chief  Docks  Manager,  Hull  Docks,  has  stated  that  during 
the  year  business  at  the  Port  of  Hull  reached  a record.  Over 
10,000,000  tons  of  imports  and  exports  passed  through  the  local 
docks,  including  almost  2,000,000  tons  of  coal. 

In  1964  there  was  great  local  activity  in  connection  with  the 
further  development  of  the  dock  area  at  Hull,  particularly  in 


relation  to  the  preparation  now  being  made  at  the  King  George 
Dock  for  the  institution  of  two  new  roll-on/roll-off  services  be- 
tween Hull  and  Rotterdam  and  Hull  and  Gothenburg. 

The  Docks  Manager  at  Goole  has  reported  that  the  pattern 
throughout  1964  was  one  of  increased  imports,  slightly  reduced 
exports  and  coal  and  coke  shipments  more  or  less  level  with  1963 
tonnages.  The  overall  result  has  been  satisfactory  and  showed  an 
improvement  on  1963. 

In  the  year  under  review  the  volume  of  foodstuffs  imported 
through  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole  compared  favourably  with  the 
figures  for  the  previous  year.  I have  drawn  attention  in  the  report 
to  nine  instances,  four  at  Hull  and  five  at  Goole,  where  it  was  found 
necessary  to  stop  the  importation  of  canned  meats  by  reason  of 
incomplete  or  the  absence  of  an  “ Official  Certificate.”  In  all  cases 
the  consignments  were  returned  to  the  country  of  origin. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  on  13th 
March,  1965,  of  Councillor  Gordon  Winters  who,  for  the  past  ten 
years,  had  been  a very  active  and  worthy  member  of  the  Authority, 
always  taking  a very  keen  interest  in  all  the  facets  of  the  admin- 
istration, particularly  with  regard  to  imported  foodstuffs. 

I again  express  my  thanks  to  H.M.  Collector  of  Customs  and 
Excise  and  his  staff,  the  Superintendent  of  H.M.  Customs  Water- 
guard  and  his  Officers,  H.M.  Inspector  (Home  Office — Aliens 
Branch)  and  his  staff,  the  Pilots,  Docks  Masters,  Owners,  Agents, 
Masters  of  vessels  and  to  the  many  others  for  their  continued 
assistance.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chief  Docks  Manager 
at  Hull  and  to  the  Docks  Manager  at  Goole  for  the  information 
concerning  the  trade  of  the  respective  ports. 

All  members  of  the  staff  continue  to  perform  their  onerous 
duties  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner  for  which  I am  deeply 
appreciative. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Port 
Health  Authority  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  branches 
of  the  work  of  the  Authority  and  whose  courtesy  and  kindness  to 
me  on  all  occasions  is  greatly  esteemed.

AMOUNT  OF  SHIPPING  ENTERING  THE 
DISTRICT  DURING  THE  YEAR 

During  1964,  9,422  vessels  entered  the  Ports  of  Hull  and  Goole 
with  a total  net  tonnage  of  7,800,980  as  against  8,885  vessels  with 
a total  net  tonnage  of  7,664,409  in  1963. 

In  the  year  under  review  333  ships  were  dealt  with  on  arrival 
by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Authority  ; this  shows  a decrease  of 
43  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  1963. 

The  Port  Health  Inspectors  visited  7,205  vessels  on  299  of 
which  sanitary  defects  were  discovered,  on  117  of  these  vessels  the 
defects  were  remedied.  In  1963  the  figures  were  respectively  6,749 
287  and  93.  Details  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  Table  G,  page 
32,  and  in  Appendix  1,  pages  40-49,  and  Appendix  5,  pages  54-57.

WATER  SUPPLY 


For  the  District 

Under  Article  14,  Part  III,  of  the  International  Sanitary 
Regulations,  every  port  shall  be  provided  with  a supply  of  pure 
drinking  water.  At  the  Port  of  Hull  drinking  water  is  supplied  by 
the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Corporation  and  at  the  Port  of  Gooleby 
the  Goole  Borough. 

For  Shipping 

Ships  at  Hull  obtain  their  fresh  water  either  direct  from  the 
hydrants  on  application  to  the  dock  authorities,  or  from  privately 
owned  water-boats.  At  Goole  fresh  water  for  shipping  is  supplied 
by  water-boats. 

Reports  on  Tests  for  Contamination 

[a)  Chemical 

Fifty-seven  water  samples  obtained  from  water-boats  and 
ships  in  Hull  and  Goole  were  examined  by  the  Port  Analyst, 
three  of  which  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

(b)  Bacteriological 

Sixty-two  samples  from  water  boats  and  ships  were  examined 
bacteriologically  by  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  twelve  of  which  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
one  suspicious. 

In  the  cases  where  samples  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory 
instructions  were  given  for  the  water  in  the  tanks  to  be  chlorinated 
prior  to  the  tanks  being  emptied,  cleansed  and  cement-washed. 
These  orders  were  complied  with  in  every  case. 
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Precautions  against  Contamination  of  Hydrants  and  Hosepipes 

Vessels  are  supplied  with  fresh  water  from  privately-owned 
water-boats  or  direct  from  hydrants  on  the  quayside  under  the 
ownership  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board. 

Samples  are  taken  periodically  from  water-boats  and  when 
considered  necessary  from  the  hydrants,  the  latter  with  the  consent 
and  co-operation  of  the  British  Transport  Docks  Board. 

Should  any  hydrant  or  equipment  be  found  in  an  unsatis- 
factory condition  the  matter  is  reported  to  the  British  Transport 
Docks  Board  who  take  the  necessary  action.

These  boats  are  periodically  cleansed  and  cement-washed  and 
are  kept  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Authority's  Inspectors. 
Samples  of  drinking  water  are  taken  periodically  and  submitted  to 
the  Port  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  and  to  the  Director  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Ships  domestic  water  tanks  are  similarly  sampled  either  as  a 
result  of  complaints  or  as  part  of  the  normal  duties. 

Where  adverse  reports  are  received  the  appropriate  action  is 
taken  under  the  provisions  of  Section  141,  Part  IV,  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  drinking  water  samples 
from  British  ships  are  reported,  at  his  request,  to  the  Provisions 
Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1952-63 

The  Port  Health  Authority  provides  a twenty-four  hour 
service  and  seven  authorised  officers  are  on  rota  duty  at  their 
homes  after  office  hours  to  receive  news  by  telephone  and  telegram 
of  the  impending  arrival  of  vessels  at  Hull  from  infected  areas, 
those  with  sickness  on  board  and  those  carrying  alien  passengers. 
These  officers  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  the  boarding  medical 
officer  and  accompany  him  to  the  vessel.

Ambulances  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  hospital  are  provided 
at  all  times  by  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Ambulance  Service  which  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  City. 

Vans  are  also  available  for  the  conveyance  of  bedding,  etc.,  to 
and  from  the  Corporation  Disinfecting  Station,  Scarborough 
Street,  Hull. 

All  ambulance  staff  and  the  staff  of  the  Authority  are  sub- 
jected to  periodical  vaccination. 

Dr.  Alexander  Hutchison,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
City  of  Kingston  upon  Hull  and  of  the  Hull  & Goole  Port  Health 
Authority,  is  the  smallpox  consultant  for  the  district.

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On  28th  January,  1964,  the  m/v  “ Hein  Von  Bargen  ” from 
Hamburg  was  boarded  by  the  Deputy  Port  Medical  Officer  at 
Goole  by  reason  of  a case  of  sickness  on  board.  A member  of  the 
crew  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  German  measles.  The  case 
remained  on  board  and  was  treated  by  the  agent’s  doctor. 

On  7th  April,  1964,  the  s/t  “ Loch  Inver  ’ ’ from  Foreign  Fishing 
Grounds  was  boarded  by  a medical  officer  and  an  authorised  officer 
by  reason  of  sickness  on  board.  A member  of  the  crew  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  chicken-pox.  The  case  was  referred  to  the 
medical  officer  for  the  Hull  Steam  Trawlers  Mutual  Insurance  and 
Protecting  Co.,  Ltd.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  disinfection 
of  the  quarters. 

On  12th  April,  1964,  the  s.t.  " Loch  Leven  ” from  Foreign 
Fishing  Grounds,  was  boarded  by  a medical  officer  and  an  auth- 
orised officer  by  reason  of  sickness  on  board.  A member  of  the 
crew  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  pneumonia  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  his  removal  to  the  Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham. 
Disinfection  of  the  quarters  was  arranged  by  the  medical  officer 
to  the  above-mentioned  Insurance  Company. 

On  17th  April,  1964,  the  m.v.  “ Klaus  Block  ” arrived  at  Hull 
from  Rouen  and  on  21st  April  it  was  reported  by  the  medical 
officer  to  the  Shipping  Federation  that  all  the  members  of  the 
crew  (7  in  all),  together  with  the  Master’s  wife  and  two  children 
were  suffering  from  gastro-enteritis  and  were  receiving  treatment. 

The  Master  was  advised  to  chlorinate  the  drinking  water, 
pump  out  and  refill  with  fresh  water  at  this  port.  Samples  of  the 
water  were  also  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination. 

The  vessel  sailed  for  Assens  in  Denmark  on  the  a.m.  tide  on 
22nd  April  and  the  Port  Medical  Officer  of  that  port  was  notified 
by  letter  of  the  circumstances.  The  results  of  the  water  examin- 
ations were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  this  information  was 
transmitted  by  telegram  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  at  Assens. 

On  13th  May,  1964,  the  medical  officer  for  the  Hull  Steam 
Trawlers  Mutual  Insurance  and  Protecting  Co.,  Ltd.,  reported  that 
he  had  received  a message  from  the  Master  of  the  s.t.  “ Cordelia  ” 
to  the  effect  that  he  had  on  board  a youth  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  chicken-pox.  The  vessel  had  left  Hull  for  Foreign  Fishing 
Grounds  twenty  days  previously  and  had  not  called  at  any  other 
port.  The  trawler  was  met  on  arrival  at  Hull  by  a medical  officer 
and  an  authorised  officer  when  a member  of  the  crew  was  found  to 
be  suffering  from  chicken  pox.  He  was  allowed  to  go  home  for 
treatment  by  his  own  doctor.  Disinfection  of  the  quarters  etc., 
was  carried  out  by  an  officer  of  the  Authority. 

On  11th  July,  1964,  information  was  received  from  the  St. 
Andrew’s  Steam  Fishing  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  the  effect  that  the  Master 
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of  the  s.s.  “St.  Peter  ” had  reported  a sick  man  on  board  with  a 
body  rash.  The  vessel  was  due  on  the  a.m.  tide  of  12th  July,  1964 
and  on  arrival  was  boarded  by  a medical  officer  and  an  authorised 
officer.  The  man  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  German  measles 
and  was  allowed  to  proceed  to  his  home  for  treatment  by  his  own 
doctor.  Disinfection  of  the  quarters  was  carried  out  by  an  officer 
of  the  Authority. 

On  13th  August,  1964,  a member  of  the  crew  of  the  s.s.  “ City 
of  Chicago  ” from  the  Far  East  via  London,  Hamburg  and 
Rotterdam,  was  admitted  to  the  Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham 
as  a suspected  case  of  pneumonia.  The  man  was  subsequently 
found  to  be  suffering  from  pleurisy  of  the  right  lung  and  was 
discharged  on  26th  August,  1964.  Following  admission  to  the 
hospital  disinfection  of  the  quarters  was  carried  out  by  an  officer 
of  the  Authority. 

On  12th  November,  1964,  the  m.v.  “ Kandaw  ” from  West 
Africa,  was  boarded  by  a medical  officer  and  an  authorised  officer 
by  reason  of  sickness  on  board.  A member  of  the  crew  was  removed 
to  the  Castle  Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham,  as  a suspected  case  of 
dystentery.  He  was  later  diagnosed  as  a case  of  gastro-enteritis. 
Disinfection  of  the  quarters  was  carried  out  by  an  officer  of  the 
Authority. 

On  20th  November,  1964,  a member  of  the  crew  of  the 
m.v.  “ Suninger  ” from  Trinidad  was  reported  to  be  suffering 
from  a severe  headache  and  was  removed  to  the  Kingston  General 
Hospital  for  observation.  He  was  later  transferred  to  the  Castle 
Hill  Hospital,  Cottingham,  where  a diagnosis  of  lymphocytic 
meningitis  was  made. 

The  vessel  having  sailed  for  Grangemouth  the  medical  officer 
of  health  for  the  district  was  informed  of  the  circumstances  in  order 
that  he  could  take  any  further  action  he  considered  necessary. 


LEPROSY 

On  26th  August,  1964,  an  Indian  member  of  the  crew  (Saloon 
Topaz)  ex  the  m.v.  “ Weirbank  ” from  Pacific  Islands  via  Liver- 
pool and  Continental  Ports  was  admitted  to  the  Castle  Hill 
Hospital,  Cottingham,  East.  Yorks.,  for  observation.  Pie  had  been 
tested  for  malaria  in  Antwerp  with  negative  results. 

He  was  subsequently  found  to  be  suffering  from  leprosy 
and  was  transferred  to  the  Jordan  Hospital,  Redhill,  Surrey,  for 
further  treatment  on  25th  September,  1964. 

Disinfection  of  the  quarters  on  the  ship  occupied  by  the  sick 
man  was  carried  out  by  the  Port  Health  Authority. 
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TYPHOID  FEVER 

On  15th  July,  1964,  information  was  received  from  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  at  Rotterdam  to  the  effect  that  a seaman  from  the 
s.s.  “ City  of  Hull”  had  been  hospitalised  in  London  and  later 
diagnosed  as  a case  of  typhoid  fever.  Since  leaving  London  the 
vessel  had  been  to  Hamburg  and  Rotterdam.  No  further  cases  of 
sickness  had  been  reported. 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Hull  on  the  p.m.  tide  of  15th  July,  1964. 
Arrangements  were  made  with  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  for  the 
vessel  to  be  detained  and  on  arrival  was  boarded  by  a medical 
officer  and  an  authorised  officer.  The  master  and  the  ship’s 
surgeon  reported  that  no  further  cases  of  sickness  had  occurred  and 
the  vessel  was  given  clearance. 

The  necessary  measures  regarding  disinfection  were  carried 
out  at  Hamburg  and  during  the  vessel’s  stay  in  Hull  she  was  visited 
daily  by  an  officer  of  the  Authority.  No  further  cases  of  sickness 
were  reported. 

On  29th  August,  1964,  information  was  received  from  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  at  London  to  the  effect  that  a member  of  the 
crew  of  the  s.s.  “ City  of  Liverpool,”  who  had  been  removed  to 
hospital  on  14th  August,  1964,  had  now  been  diagnosed  as  suffering 
from  typhoid  fever.  The  necessary  measures  had  been  carried  out 
in  London.  The  vessel  sailed  from  London  on  27th  August,  1964, 
for  Rotterdam  and  Hull. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  H.M.  Customs  Waterguard  for 
the  vessel  to  be  detained  on  arrival.  The  vessel  arrived  on  the  a.m. 
tide  of  30th  August,  1964,  and  was  boarded  by  a medical  officer 
and  an  authorised  officer. 

The  master  and  the  ship’s  surgeon  reported  that  no  further 
cases  of  sickness  had  occurred  and  medical  clearance  was  accord- 
ingly granted. 

As  a precautionary  measure  further  faecal  specimens  were 
obtained  from  the  sixteen  members  of  the  crew  concerned  and 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
for  examination,  all  of  which  were  reported  to  be  negative.  Daily 
visits  were  made  during  the  vessel’s  stay  in  Hull  and  no  further 
sickness  was  reported.

MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  BN  SHIPS  FROM 

FOREIGN  PORTS 

Pr©cecfyr©  for  inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats 

The  Authority’s  Inspectors  and  Rodent  Searchers  inspect 
all  ships  from  foreign  ports  for  evidence  of  rat  infestation  as 
soon  as  possible  after  arrival  ; 331  ships  arrived  from  infected 
areas  either  direct  or  via  “excepted”  or  British  ports.  The 
Authority’s  officers  pay  particular  attention  to  such  ships. 

Where  evidence  of  recent  infestation  is  found  traps  are  laid 
and  specimens  trapped  are  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

In  1964  traps  were  set  on  159  ships  and  114  rats  were  caught. 

s.s.  “ AETHON  ’’—Rat  Infestation 

The  above-named  vessel  sailed  from  Archangel  on  the  12th 
June,  1964,  with  a cargo  of  timber  for  Hull.  On  arrival  at  this 
port  the  Master  was  in  possession  of  a valid  Deratting  Exemption 
Certificate  issued  at  Archangel  on  the  20th  May,  1964.  Inspection 
of  the  vessel  revealed  substantial  evidence  of  rat  infestation 
throughout  the  accommodation,  storage  and  cargo  spaces.  Traps 
were  set  for  two  nights  resulting  in  5 rats  being  caught,  specimens 
were  submitted  for  examination  for  P.  pestis,  results  of  which  were 
negative.  The  Master  was  informed  of  the  condition  of  his  vessel 
and  advised  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  vessel  deratted; 
this  he  promised  to  do  when  the  holds  were  empty.  However  on 
completion  of  discharge  of  the  cargo  the  vessel  sailed  for  Archangel 
without  carrying  out  any  deratting  measures. 

The  vessel  again  loaded  a cargo  of  timber  for  Hull  and  arrived 
for  the  second  time  on  the  26th  September,  1964,  the  same  De- 
ratting Exemption  Certificate  dated  20th  May,  1964,  being  in 
force.  As  was  to  be  expected  the  rat  infestation  of  the  vessel  was 
now  heavy  and  during  the  discharge  of  the  deck  cargo  trapping  was 
carried  out  and  21  rats  were  caught.  Specimens  were  again 
submitted  for  examination  for  P.  pestis  with  negative  results. 
The  vessel  was  not  expected  to  sail  before  the  middle  of  November 
and  as  the  Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  would  expire  shortly 
afterwards  the  Master  stated  that  arrangements  would  be  made  for 
the  vessel  to  be  treated  with  sodium  fluoroacetate  when  empty  in 
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order  that  a Deratting  Certificate  could  be  issued.  Again  on 
completion  of  the  discharge  of  cargo  on  the  13th  November,  1964, 
the  vessel  sailed  for  the  Continent  without  taking  any  deratting 
measures;  the  Deratting  Exemption  Certificate  still  being  valid,  no 
further  action  was  taken. 

During  the  stay  of  the  vessel  at  this  port  on  both  occasions 
strict  anti-rodent  measures  were  enforced  in  an  effort  to  prevent 
the  passage  of  the  rats  from  the  ship  to  other  ships  or  to  the  quay. 


Arrangements  for  the  Bacteriological  or  Pathological  Examination 

of  Undents 

A proportion  of  all  rats  trapped  and  all  found  dead,  are 
submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service,  184  High  Street,  Hull  for  bacteriological  examination. 
46  rats  were  examined  during  the  year,  none  of  which  showed 
evidence  of  Pasteurella  pestis.  Details  are  given  in  Table  E 
(page  30). 

Arrangements  for  deratting  ships 

Five  methods  of  rat  destruction  are  approved,  namely  : (1) 
Fumigation  by  hydrogen  cyanide  ; (2)  Fumigation  by  sulphur 
dioxide  ; (3)  Fumigation  by  methyl  bromide  ; (4)  Trapping,  and 
(5)  Poisoning  by  sodium  fluoroacetate.  Details  are  given  in 
Tables  E and  F.  (pages  30  and  31). 

In  cases  where  ships  may  harbour  plague-suspected  rats  and 
also  in  cases  of  heavy  rat  infestation  it  is  insisted  upon  that 
deratting  be  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  hydrogen  cyanide. 
Where  the  infestation  is  slight  or  moderate  deratting  is  permitted 
by  fumigation  with  sulphur  dioxide  or  poisoning  by  sodium 
fluoroacetate.  Infestation  of  a minor  nature  can  be  dealt  with  by 
trapping. 

There  is  a working  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  (Infestation  Branch)  whereby  ships 
being  fumigated  with  methyl  bromide  maybe  granted  a deratting 
certificate  provided  the  operation  is  supervised  by  an  Officer  of  the 
Authority. 

Where  deratting  by  fumigation  or  by  sodium  fluoroacetate  is 
considered  necessary  the  work  is  carried  out  by  commercial  con- 
tractors.

Progress  in  the  rat- proofing  of  ships 

Inspections  continue  to  show  the  incorporation  of  rat-proofing 
measures  in  the  construction  of  new  vessels  and  that  rat  harbourage 
of  a permanent  nature  is  kept  down  to  a minimum.  Wherever 
unprotected  rat  harbourage  is  found  the  Authority’s  officers 
advise  on  the  most  effective  methods  of  eliminating  the 
harbourage.

CERTIFICATES  OF  HEALTH 


Three  certificates  of  health  were  issued  to  a London  firm  of 
exporters  to  the  effect  that  there  were  no  epidemics  of  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  plague,  typhus  or  smallpox  existing  in  the  ports  of 
Hull  and  Goole,  and  also  that  the  ports  were  free  from  Foot  and 
Mouth  Disease.  The  certificates  were  in  respect  of  consignments 
of  waste  paper  for  shipment  to  Yugo-Slavia. 

A sample  of  sand  from  the  River  Trent  to  be  used  for  a 
ship’s  ballast  was  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  sample 
was  reported  to  be  free  from  sewage  pollution  and  a certificate  to 
that  effect  was  issued  to  the  shipping  company  concerned. 
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DANGEROUS  DRUGS  REGULATIONS,  1964 

During  the  year  seven  applications  were  received  from  a firm 
of  shipping  chemists  for  certificates  authorising  the  purchase  of 
scheduled  drugs  for  foreign-owned  vessels,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  above  Regulations. 

The  vessels  concerned  were  visited  by  an  Inspector  of  the 
Authority  to  verify  the  necessity  for  the  drugs. 

POISONS  RULES,  1969 

A certificate  was  issued  to  a local  firm  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Rule  16  of  the  Poisons  Rules,  1960,  authorising  the 
purchase  of  sodium  fluoroacetate  for  use  as  a rodenticide.

REPORT  OF  THE  PORT  ANALYST 

There  were  57  ship’s  drinking  waters  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  of  which  three  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Two 
revealed  signs  of  distant  animal  pollution,  and  one  was  abnormally 
turbid  in  appearance. 

HULL — 169  samples  of  foodstuffs  were  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  of  which  10  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Five 
samples  of  Liquid  Egg  had  not  been  satisfactorily  (if  at  all) 
pasteurised,  contrary  to  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regu- 
lations 1963.  Three  samples  of  peanuts  were  found  to  contain 
appreciable  amounts  of  a toxic  principle  known  as  Aflatoxin.  Two 
samples  of  onions  were  found  to  be  contaminated — one  with 
presumably  acetic  acid  or  a similar  chemical,  and  the  other  with 
Albigen  A.  Albigen  A is  used  as  a dye  stripper. 

GOOLE  — 41  samples  of  foodstuffs  were  submitted  for  chemical 
examination  of  which  one  was  reported  as.  unsatisfactory.  A 
canned  article  sold  under  the  description  of  Braised  Kidneys 
in  Gravy  was  found  to  contain  only  72  per  cent  of  meat  as  com- 
pared with  a Food  Standards  Committee  recommendation  of  not 
less  than  75  per  cent,
